should be used sparingly in the 
diet after one has attained the 
age of 40 >ears’. 
Just how the custom of devour­ 
ing eggs on Easter originated I 
do not recall right now, but it is 
a sale bet that great numbers of 
them will be eaten on the coming 
Easter just as tney have been since 
the traditional feast on eggs start­ 
ed away back yonder. .

THE RIGHT TOOLS and sharp 
tools make Victory gardening that 
much 
easier for the gardener 
whose 
muscles have not been 
completely conditioned to garden­ 
ing. 
Trowel-palm is a common ail­ 
ment of the enthusiastic but inex­ 
perienced gardener. Trowel-palm 
Is often the result of working in 
& heavy clay soil with a trowel, 
and finding upon finishing the job 
that the palm of the hand is tired, 
■ore and sometimes blistered. This 
common hazard of gardehing can 
be overcome to a great extent by 
the simple expedient of putting a 
rubber crutch tip on the end of 
the trowel handle, as illustrated in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
These rubber crutch tips can be 
obtained at most hardware or 
drug stores even under wartime 


Since experienced gardeners say 
that “ a sharp hoe shortens the 
job," it is good practice to file the 
cutting edge of your favorite gar­ 
den hoe frequently, as illustrated 
in the Garden-Graph. Filing not 
only, sharpens the cutting edge of 
the hoe and thus makes cultivat­ 
ing that much easier, but it will 
also remove burrs which result 
from hitting the hoe edge against 
stones. 
Clean tools are the sign of a 
competent, careful gardener. All 
tools should be cleaned before 
putting away. Metal tools which 
have become rusted should be 
.cleaned with a wire brush and 
then rubbed well with emery pa­ 
per. After the* rust ha# been re­ 
moved oil, or grease the bright 
metal surfaces to prevent or at 
least retard further accumulations 
of rust.
